Suspensions and 
Violence at Middle 
School greatly 
decreased

WILMINGTON - Middle 
school is a tumultuous time. 
Most adults look back on 
those years—sixth, seventh 
and eighth grade—and 
cringe. 

While most students get a 
pass on unacceptable fash- 
ion sense and silly decisions 
made during the middle 
school years, the school 
committee is less apt to give 
a pass when it comes. to 
inappropriate behavior. At.a 
recent school committee 
meeting, the list of offerises 
that have resulted in suspén- 
sions from the middle school 
were showcased and dis- 
cussed.

WILMINGTON - As Wilmington comes into its 
political season, few people would realize how much 
impact one could have by not running for office. 
Flora Kasabuski understood. 

Flora was an irrepressible character who lived 
just off Main Street near the Tewksbury line. She 
had an amazing background. 

Mary Flora Farrell Kasabuski graduated from

Portia Law School in Boston in 1941. Portia was a 
small school, named for the lawyer in Shakespeare’s 
The Merchant of Venice. 

Flora passed the bar exam and became a member 
of the bar, but did not go into the practice of law. 
Instead, she married Al Kasabuski and raised a 
family. They moved to Wilmington and settled near 
Silver Lake. 

Flora’s personality could be described as warm 
but coarse. She had a heart of gold and the tongue 
of a longshoreman. She never hesitated to speak her 
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mind. My mother referred to her language as 
“Silver Lake vernacular.” 

Local people knew her through organizations such 
as little League or the PTA. But she also worked on 
a higher level. She was the secretary of the National 
Association of Claimants Compensation Attorneys. 
On that board, she became a friend of Melvin Belli, 
known as the “King of Torts,” a nationally promi- 
nent attorney who represented many celebrity 
clients.

School Lunch Price Increasing |

WILMINGTON -There is little more comforting for stu- 
dents, and more treasured, than the thirty minutes reserved 
for lunch. This time is a respite from the demands of the 
classroom, a time to delve into the social bliss and devour 
food. Students are growing people, and their voracious 
appetites fully express themselves during this brief window 
of caloric opportunity. Many students bring their own 
lunches with them, either carting them in a brown paper 
bag or clad in a decorative lunch box. Other students, espe- 
cially high school students, simply buy gooey cookies from 
Munchie Mania and subsist on a diet of chocolate, sugar, 
and yum. The majority of students do neither, but instead 
trust the food service professionals in Wilmington to provide 
delicious and nutritious foods for them during this precious 
and narrow time for lunch. While the quality is excellent, 
the price will be increasing very soon, says the Wilmington 
School Committee: 

The price of food is not a static entity. The costs associat- 
ed with its production and procurement has increased in 
recent years. Now, these factors are putting a further strain 
on the purse strings of Wilmington, and an increase in 
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prices was recommended to the school committee. That, 
coupled with legislation coming down nationally that -die- 
tates that school lunches come closer to matching the price 
for a free or reduced lunch for the district, will require -a 
hike in prices for the town. This procedure will lighten fam- 
ily wallets slightly more as they fill student bellies. 
However, Wilmington school lunches are still less expensive 
than many surrounding towns. 

Wilmington will be increasing the price of school lunchés 
from 2.10 to 2.30 at the elementary school level, from 2:30- 
2.55 to 2.50-2.75 for the middle school and high school level, 
and from 3.50 to 3.70 at the high school level. These in¢reas- 
es will put Wilmington closer in line with local distri¢ts. 
Communities such as Billerica and Chelmsford have prices 
similar to Wilmington’s new proposed prices, with Billerica 
costing 2.35 and 2.50 for elementary and middle/high school. 
Chelmsford charges their students 2.40 and 2.85. Some aréa 
schools, such as Marblehead Charter School, charge their 
students 4.00 for lunches and up to 5.50 for adult lunches.

will still have the least expensive lunches even. after, the : 
price increase. 

These changes will take effect at the beginning of the 2014- 
2015 school year, and are in compliance with federal legisla- 
tion.

ANDOVER - The film Lone Survivor tells the story of an 
ill-fated Navy SEAL operation in Afghanistan in June 2005. 
On Friday, April 25th, Phillips Academy (PA) will host a 
special showing of the movie to honor their alumnus 
Lieutenant Commander Erik Kristensen, USN, SEAL, PA 
’91, who was among those killed during the operation. The 
public is invited to this free event. 

Kristensen was killed when his helicopter was shot down 
along the Afghanistan-Pakistan border. Kristensen and his 
team were attempting to rescue four fellow US Navy SEALs 
engaged in an intense firefight with the Taliban. Three of 
the four SEALs were killed that day, as were all personnel 
aboard Kristensen’s helicopter. The survivor, Marcus 
Luttrell, is the author of the book “Lone Survivor” which 
inspired the film.

Americans have been paying federal 
income taxes for a little over 100 years! 
President, Woodrow Wilson signed the 
tax law late in 1913. 
In the beginning, the tax rate was only 
1 percent, but even then the tax was pro- 
gressive: a surtax ranged from 1 percent 
for net income over $20,000 and up to 
$50,000 to a high of 6 percent on net in- 
come over $500,000. (And $500,000 was a lot of money in those 
days. ) Only about 1 percent of American households had to 
pay any income tax at all. 

Filers could deduct interest on personal debts and on state 
and local taxes paid. The standard deduction was $3,000 for 
single filers and $4,000 for married couples. 

In short order, though, by the time World War I was coming 
to an end, the top rate had risen to 77 percent on net income 
over $1 million. Rate brackets have been going up and down 
ever since.

Wilmington is one of 21 communities within the Ipswich River 
watershed, which covers an area of 155 square miles from here 
the Atlantic Ocean. We get our water from 4 active wellfields 
ocated throughout the town. We also augment our wells with 
water from the MWRA via a connection in Woburn, which was 
made following contamination of several other wells. 
In 2013 the Water Department provided 767 million gallons of 
ter to residents and businesses in town. Of that total, 656 mil- 
ion gallons came from the town wells and 111 million gallons 
imported from the MWRA. Back in the 1970s, the Water 
partment pumped as much as a billion gallons per year from 
e town wells. - j 
What does all this mean? It means that through water con- 
ation and water management, Wilmington is withdrawing 
considerably less water from its wells in the Ipswich: River 
atershed than it did decades ago. In addition, several years 
ago Reading abandoned its wells and went 100 percent to the 
RA further reducing withdrawals in the watershed. In spite 
of these reductions in water withdrawals, there will still be times

The River Reigns 


There have been similar reductions in municipal well pumpage 
across the state as evidenced by the 10 percent reduction in 
water consumption over the last 20 years. And yet water sys- 
tems are being unfairly targeted as the cause of low stream 
flows in August. 

Environmental and watershed groups have convinced the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). that water 
departments need to 
further reduce pump- 
ing to maintain a cer- 
tain streamflow so flu- 
vial fish will not be 
fa adversely impacted. 
For you non-anglers, 
fluvial fish are those 
that need a flowing 
stream. The method- 
ology used to count 
fish has been the subject of much debate among scientists. So 
going forward, fish population will determine how much water 
you can use. An expected consequence will be more water bans 
in the summer. 

New regulations are being proposed by the DEP that will limit 
water withdrawals based on previous usage and the number of 
fluvial fish in a stream. A growing community that wants to 
provide more water than its DEP permit allows in order to sup- 
port economic growth will need to spend money on mitigation 
such as dam removals and installation of fish ladders. ‘These 
can be expensive projects without a clear method to measure 
their effectiveness. State regulators consider it acceptable for 
water takers to pay an additional 2 percent per year. rate 
increase to finance these mitigation methods. If a community 
cannot fund these mitigation projects, it will not have sufficient 


‘ water available to expand its tax base. The ripple effect of these 


new regulations will be felt by everyone either directly or indi- 
rectly. ae 
Existing water infrastructure needs in Massachusetts_are 
extensive. We have some water systems that are 75 to 100 years 
old. A recent report from the state’s Water Infrastructure 
Commission puts the price tag at $10.2 billion over the next '20 
years.

Honest Discussions with Parents of Children with Autism

lets Town Crier Correspondent 
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A thother takes her 10-year-old son into a store for frozen yogurt. A table 
full o£ middle school-aged boys are talking freely amongst themselves until 
_ the young boy walks by. They fall silent at first, then grow uncomfortable 
with nervous laughter, unsure what to do or how to. act... 

The ‘boy’s mother has seen this scenario before. Her name is po Knyif 
and-her son Liam has a co-occurring diagnosis of Down syndrome and 
autism. 

April.is Autism Awareness month, promoting the recognition and educa- 


_ tionZof ‘the spectrum disorder (known as ASD) which ranges from mild to. 


significantly disabling. Recent statistics from the Centers: for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) show 1 in 68 children in the United States 
now have ASD, a 30 percent increase since 2012. 

The Crier spoke with several parents of children with autism, who reveal 

the joys and meaningful connections created every day, along with the 
‘reminder that behind each disability exists a thriving human being who 
deserves the same dignity and human rights as the rest of us. 

“When people hear that our son has both autism and Down syndrome, we 
call ‘their reaction the ‘head tilt, feel bad face? Knyff said. “And our 
thought is, ‘Don’t feel badly for us. We feel badly that you will never know 
the Joy’ we have with Liam in our lives.” 

There’s nothing sad about Liam, Knyff adds. In fact, Liam is a very happy 

‘ child. When she watched the reaction to her son back in the yogurt shop, 
she found it unfortunate that his presence could have such an effect on oth- 
ers. “There is no need to feel uncomfortable,” she said. “If anything, Liam 
would want to make them happy.” 

“People react differently to Liam,” said Adrian Knyff, Liam’s father. 
“Younger kids tend to stare. We could be at a public water park or a play- 
ground and Liam, who has no words, will usually smile at others and make 
raspbetry sounds with his mouth and tongue - this is how he expresses his 
feelings sometimes.” 

Adfian notices that kids will ask their parents questions, or that the par- 
ents ‘choose to leave quickly. “Probably out of i ignorance,” he said. “I don't 
mean that in a bad way per se, what I mean is, if you aren't connected to 
our world, if you don't have or know a child with special needs, then you are 

isu at a loss when encountering someone who does have special needs.” 
He knows firsthand - before Liam was born he knew little about special

needs. “I would usually look away or choose to ignore the situation - pretend 
The Knyffs have since learned how much love and 
joy a child like Liam has brought into their lives. “To be loved by someone 
so joyful and to appreciate the little things is a gift many people don't have. 
We have that because Liam is who he is. As his father, I thank my lucky 
stars we were chosen as his parents.” ' 

“T can say this from the bottom of my heart: Liam gave my life purpose 
and direction,” Erin Knyff added. “Everything I did before didn’t really ful- 
fill’me.” Knyff is the founder of Liam Nation, which supports families and 
individuals with physical disabilities and cognitive delays. 

Another parent advocate is MJ Byrnes, Wilmington mother of two chil- 
dren, each with a different disability under ASD. 

“Children on the spectrum are no’ different than any other children,” she 
said. “They may not develop in the same timeframe as their peers, but they 
go through the same milestones and deal with the same issues.” 

Like the Knyffs, she also encounters difficult situations because of her 
children’s ASD. Her daughter's anxiety issues exacerbate her sensory 
issues, which lead to yelling, crying, stomping, and bolting from areas. Her 
son is generally easygoing, but can appear quirky, such as holding on toa 
Bionic action figure at the mall. 

People tend to react with disdain over this, Byrnes said. Some stare or 
make unwanted remarks instead of taking a moment to consider that it may 
be something beyond the child or parent’s control. “We all want the same 
thing - a child who can navigate a social situation without being over- 
whelmed by the people and things around them. It's frustrating and dis- 
heartening.” 

When others show insensitivity, Byrnes said, she tends to shake her head 
in disgust, and if appropriate, tries to educate those who may forget - they 
share their world with kids whose take on the world is different. 

“In my life’s path, one has to redefine what’s normal. But who really 
can?” She talks about a friend whose 9-year-old autistic son had a meltdown 
in a supermarket. Subsequently, it was met with disapproving stares. “It’s 
an environment that we take for granted as being mundane, but in fact it is 
a high stimuli environment for some individuals.- for adults and children 
alike.” 

Byrnes feels children should not defined by their disabilities. “It does:-not 
make up who they are; it just defines what supports they may need in order 
to be an effective participant in their community. All anyone wants is to be 
included.”

She literally walked into a job 
of which she knew nothing. 
And she stayed for 30 years. 

The production schedule 
often had the staff working 
late on Wednesday night and 
it was not unknown for Flora 
and others to work until 3 or 4 
a.m. Thursday, just to finish 
the paper. 

Her primary duties consist- 
ed of pasting up advertise 
ments, setting type and past- 
ing words together with rub- 
ber cement. A heavy smoker, 
she seldom hit the ash tray, 
leaving a six-inch ring of 
ashes around the ash tray and 
onto the layout sheets. 

It wasn’t highly technical 
work. The type was set one 
letter at a time on a machine 
with no backspace. One mis- 
take meant resetting the 


sister, Alice Murray. 


entire word, or at least some 
extra paste-up work. Every 
one of Flora’s errors was 
announced with a salty epi- 
thet. Which is not to say that 
Flora was prone to making 
errors, only that she would 
announce them. 

When pasting up pages dur- 
ing the Vietnam War, she 
wouldn’t place servicemen’s 
news on the same page as the 
obituaries. She said it proba- 
bly had no effect, but she 
couldn’t live with herself if 
something happened. 

When it came to proofread- 
ing the legal advertisements, 
she was without equal. With 
her legal training, she knew 
the meaning of every word 
and comma in a legal ad, a 


subject that can be quite tech- 


nical. She didn’t miss a semi- 
colon. On one occasion, she 
called a law firm to inform 
them of a potential error sub- 
mitted in a legal ad.. She 
couldn’t correct the error her- 
self, but she did notify the law 
firm and the error was cor- 
rected 

In the summer of 1965, she 
and some friends went to 
Rockingham Park. After plac- 
ing losing bets on the first 
three races, she decided to 
only bet on horses with Italian 
jockeys. She had winning bets 
on the next four races. 

One day at the Town Crier 
office, she asked me to follow 
her to Damey’s. Forest Dame 
was a renowned local 


mechanic. Flora needed to | 


have her windshield wipers 
fixed. 


“You better hope for a 
drought,” I said. “Damey 
always has a waiting list.” 

“That’s okay,” she said. 
“Damey likes me.” 

It turned out that Damey 
had learned that Flora would 
sometimes give some of the 
Duggan kids a ride to school 
on rainy days.

In 
Damey’s book, Flora was 
always at the head of the line.

committee agreed that the 
middle school is doing a 
tremendous job of improv- 
ing.

There were other incidents, 
including 4 cases of tobacco 
use; 4 examples of weaponry 
being carried by middle 
school students, and two 
examples of drug use that 
resulted in suspension. The 
fest of the suspensions fall 
into a variety of categories 
associated with discipline 
and behavior. However, 
’ these issues defy catego- 
rization into the “big four” 
of-tobacco use, drug use, 
weapon use and 
fighting/violence, which the 
nilddle school staff feels is 
midst indicative of school 
problems.

WOBURN - In little league 
he threw eight no-hitters and 
folowed that up with another 
one during last year’s sum- 
mer baseball season. But 
none of them felt as good as 
the one he tossed last 
Thursday afternoon. 

Wilmington High School 
sophomore southpaw 
Jackson Gillis tossed his 
first varsity gem, in the 
team’s 6-0 Middlesex League 
victory over Woburn held at 
Carroll Field. 

It was his first start of this 
season. 

This is also the first no-hit- 
ter by a WHS pitcher since 
Hall of famer Scott 
Swiezynski struck out 15 ina 
win over Georgetown back 
in the spring of 1998. 

Gillis overpowered the 
Tanners’ hitters early on 


striking out nine of the first: 


12 batters he faced. He was 
consistently throwing his 
fasball in the 86 and 87 mile 
per hour range. He lost a bit 
of his command and compo- 
sure in the fifth and sixth 
innings which led to his four 
walks, but was still able to 
get out of the jams. He then 
came back in the seventh, 
throwing harder than he did 
early on, and retired the side 
in order including striking 
‘out the final two batters, his 
11th and 12th of the game. 

“This is my thirteenth year 
as head coach of this pro- 
gram and that was the best 
pitching performance that I 
have ever seen,” said 
Wilmington head coach Aldo 
Caira. “We've had some 
decent pitchers come 
through over the years but 
this kid is something spe- 
cial. He was just absolutely 
dominant over the first four 
innings.” 

Gillis said that defensively 
he was helped out on several 
plays which kept the no-hit- 
ter intact. He said right 
fielder Vinny Poli made a 
number of nice. catches, 
including one in the first 
inning and center fielder 
Jimmy Murphy added 
another gem. 

“I threw the kid a fastball 
and he was able to get some 
contact and it looked like the 
ball was going to drop in but 
Murph was there and he 
made a real nice catch,” 


said Gillis. 

Going to the bottom of the 
fifth inning, Gillis said it was 
then he realized that he had 
the no-hitter and that’s when 


he started to get a little rat- - 


tled. 

“T think I was just trying to 
overthrow and I was too 
pysched up and just lost 
some composure,” he said. 

That led to four walks, but 
he escaped trouble to keep 
the no-hitter and shut out 
going. 

“IT was just leaving too 
many pitches up and my 
location wasn’t as good,” he 
said. “I wasn’t throwing as 
many strikes as I should 
have been.” 

Yet through six innings and 
around 85 pitches, Gillis 
went out for the final inning 
and was in complete com- 
mand and ended the game 
throwing 100 pitches.

WOBURN - After it strug- 
gled at the plate in 2013, the 
Woburn High Baseball 
team was hoping to turn 
over a new leaf in 2014 
under new coach Joe Wells.

WILMINGTON - When 
Herman Gomez steps up to 
the starting line for the 118th 
Boston Marathon on April 
21, it will mark not only a 
major milestone of personal 
triumph, but a triumph over 
the forces of fear and 
destruction which so marred 
last year’s race. 

Gomez, a doctor of internal 
medicine at Massachusetts 
General Hospital, bore first- 
hand witness to the tragedy 
and horror of last year’s 
Marathon, as he and his son, 
Aidan, had been en route to 
the finish line after a Red 
Sox game. They had just 
passed Kenmore Square 
when there began to be signs 
that something had gone 
very wrong with the race. 

“TJ. remember seeing a 
police man on bicycle slowly 
making his way from 
Kenmore towards Brookline 
when he suddenly 


stopped, listened to his-radio - 


and rode as,fast as he could 
in the opposite direction 
towards Boston,” Gomez 
said. 

In seconds, Gomez and his 
son’s annual Patriots Day 
Red Sox game had taken a 
sharp turn into distress and 
terror. 

“Kverybody was scared,”

Gome recalled. “My son was 
scared, as was I. I knew if 
they were stopping the race 
something very bad had 
happened. I called my 
daughter at home to turn on 
the TV and she told me 
that a bomb went off.” 

The attacks struck a per- 
sonal chord for Gomez who, 
as a native of Burlington and 
Brookline before moving to 
Wilmington, had _ long 
revered the Boston 
Marathon for the role it 
played in Massachusetts’s 
identity. 

“It’s the oldest and most 
prestigious marathon in the 
world,” Gomez said. “It’s a 
Massachusetts holiday. It’s a 
race that I’ve always attend- 
ed, going all the way back to 
Boston College when I would 
watch it from the dorm. It’s 
always been our holiday.” 

While Gomez and Aidan 
made it home that day with- 
out injury, the weight of 
what occurred on that day 
has never left. The memory 
of the tragedy, 
knowledge of how close he 
and- Aidan might have been 
to the bomb, had they left 
the game even a few minutes 
earlier, has haunted Gomez 
ever since. ; 

“I realized that if we had 
left Fenway Park when I 
wanted to leave, we very well 
would have been in the mid- 


and the 


dle of the bombing at the fin- 
ish line since that was our 
destination,” Gomez said. “It 
hit me over the next few 
days that my son Aidan 
could have been that little 
boy that was killed [Martin 
Richards ].” 

But Gomez has turned that 
fear into fuel, joining with 
hundreds of others to enlist 
in this year’s marathon. He 
has even dedicated his per- 
formance to eight-year old 
victim Martin Richards. The 
cause dovetails with his own 
burgeoning career as a long 
distance runner, a pastime 
which has escalated greatly 
in the 18 months after a long 
period of inertia following 
high school football. After 
shedding 65 pounds through 
hard work and diligent gym 
time, Gomez found himself 


raring for an outlet for his. 


newfound health and energy. 

“Tt really started as just a 
hobby,” Gomez said, “And 
then I started enjoying the 
run so much that I wanted to 
keep going and keep going 
and take it to the next level.” 

Gomez will run as a mem- 
ber of the American Medical 
Athletic Association Youth 


Fund team. The AMAA is © 


devoted to.spreading health, 
athletic living to America’s 
youth, encouraging students 
to run a mile a day and curb 
unhealthy eating habits. 

“It’s important to start a 
healthy lifestyle when you’re 
young,” Gomez said. “If you 
start young, you can carry 
those values into young 
adulthood and then into 
adulthood. I think if you pro- 
mote healthy living to chil- 
dren, that can only result in 
healthier adults.” 

Along with his teammates, 
Gomez preps for. the 
marathon with five runs a 
week, with gradually accu- 
mulating distance that has 
recently topped out at 37 
miles. He has found a stead- 
fast cheering section in not 
just Aidan, now 9, but in his 
other children Cristina, 14, 
and Christian, 11. 

“They are excited to see me 
run, although Aidan regrets 
that he will not be able to 


_attend the Red Sox game 


with me on Patriots Day this 
year as he has the last few 
years,” Gomez said. “I have 
promised to take him next 
year and he says that will be 
fine.” 

Whether he is running for 
his own health, or running in 
defiance of terror and hate, 
Herman Gomez has found 
an outlet to satisfy both body 
and soul. ~- 

“It’s just the challenge of 
it,” he said. “It’s the satisfac- 
tion of completing a race. 
Knowing that you didn’t 
leave anything out on the 
road.”

Greater Lynn Senior Services awarded $287 
million MBTA contract to operate THE RIDE 


Greater Lynn _ Senior 
Services (GLSS) has been 


‘awarded a contract of up to 


$287 million by the MBTA 
and the Mass. Department 
of Transportation (DOT) to 
operate THE RIDE trans- 
portation service in 27 com- 
munities. THE RIDE is the 
critical paratransit service 
provided by the MBTA to 
ensure equal access to resi- 
dents with disabilities who 
are unable to use public 
transportation. 

GLSS was chosen over 
three other agencies in a 
competitive bidding process 
for the North Service Area, 
resulting in the agency’s 
securing the biggest con- 
tract in its history. The con- 
tract was approved at the 
Mass DOT board of direc- 
tors meeting in Boston on 
April 9. 

“We are grateful for the 
MBTA’s_ having~ continued 
faith in the valuable work we 
do,” said GLSS Executive 
Director Paul T. Crowley. 
“As a_. human-services 
agency, we'take great pride 
in helping people remain 
active in the community, 
and the award of this con- 
tract is central to fulfilling 
our broader mission of help- 
ing people with disabilities 
live independently, safely 
and with dignity, and stay 
connected to the people and 
places that matter to them.” 

Residents of Wilmington 
and the following communi- 
ties are serviced by GLSS 
and THE RIDE: Beverly, 


Boston, Brookline, 
Cambridge, Chelsea, 
Danvers, Everett, Lynn, 
Lynnfield, Malden, 
Marblehead, Melrose, 
Middleton, Nahant, 


Peabody, Reading, Revere, 
Salem, Saugus, Stoneham, 
Somerville, | Swampscott, 


Topsfield, Wakefield, 
Wenham and Winthrop. 
Crowley noted that GLSS is 
a unique transportation con- 
tractor for the MBTA in that 
it is a nonprofit, human-ser- 
vices agency with a clear 
focus on promoting mean- 
ingful social inclusion and 
access. “We believe that it’s 
not just about a ride, it’s 
about each consumer’s jour- 
ney,” Crowley’ said in 
describing GLSS’ overall 
approach to transportation. 
The new contract is a five- 
year deal for $199 million 
with an MBTA option for two 
additional years at $88 mil- 
lion. The dollar totals are 
based on revenue the con- 
tract is projected to gener- 
ate for GLSS, which is in the 
last year of a five-year, $145 
million contract with the 
MBTA for THE RIDE. 
GLSS has been operating 


“THE RIDE in the north 


region since 1993. 

“We are very proud of the 
fact that we were able to 
secure this contract through 


‘an. extremely competitive . 


bidding process,” Crowley 
said, noting that bidders 
included companies from 
throughout the country. 

Because of. the scope of 
this work, the new contract 
is expected to lead to the 
creation of as many as 100 
jobs, primarily for drivers, 
over the next five years, 
Crowley said. 

In 2012, GLSS. provided 
more than 794,000 passenger 
trips on THE RIDE, includ- 
ing 112,085 to residents of 
Lynn and 132,028 in Boston. 
Through the first nine 
months of the current fiscal 
year, GLSS has provided 
more than 503,000 trips. The 
MBTA projects the total 
number of trips to grow 
from 665,000 in 2015 to

Massachusetts Maritime 
offensive right tackle John 
Moriarty, a Wilmington resi- 
dent, has another impressive 
entry to add to an already stel- 
lar college football resume, 


recipient of the Jack Daly 
Award for Academics, 
Citizenship and Football as 
presented by the Jack Grinold 


Eastern Massachusetts 
Chapter of the National 
Football Foundation. 


The announcement was 
made recently by Roger 
Crosley, Executive Director of 
the Grinold Eastern 
Massachusetts Chapter. 

"John Moriarty is the per- 
fect embodiment of the type of 
student; athlete and citizen we 
had in mind when we created 

’ the Jack Daly Award three 
years ago, " Crosley says of this year’s Daly Award recipient. 
"He joins a short, but distinguished list of exceptional young 
men that the Jack Grinold Eastern Massachusetts Chapter has 
“been proud to honor. 

“To be considered in the same company as Jack Daly is a 
huge honor,” said Moriarty. 

The award is named in honor of the late Jack Daly, a char- 
ter member of the Grinold Eastern Massachusetts Chapter and 
an all-New England center at Williams College in the early 
1940’s. 
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WILMINGTON’S JOHN MORIARTY was recently recognized for his athletic and academic accomplishments 
at Massachusetts Maritime Academy on Cape Cod. Moriarty is a right tackle on the Buccaneers football squad 


and Wilmington High School graduate. 


Daly was a long-time and well-respected college official 
whose assignments included the Sugar Bowl, the Army-Navy 
game and the legendary 29-29 tie between Harvard and Yale in 
the 1968 edition of "The Game". First presented two years ago, 
the previous Daly Award recipients were Bentley University’s 
Bryant Johnson in 2012 and MIT’s Ethan Peterson last year. 

Moriarty will receive the honor at the Grinold Chapter’s 
annual Scholar-Athlete Banquet on Sunday, May 4th at the 
Boston/Newton Marriott in Newton. 

A resident of Wilmington, and a graduate of Wilmington 
High School, Moriarty has been the recipient of a number of 
honors for his efforts both on the field and in the classroom dur- 
ing the academic year. A Facilities Engineering major at the 
Academy, he has achieved a 3.858 cumulative grade point aver- 
age and became the third Massachusetts Maritime student-ath- 
lete in school history to earn Capital One Academic All-America 
honors after being named to the Division III football national 
second team as selected by the College Sports Information 
Directors of America last December. 

According to the Massachusetts Maritime Athletics website, 
Moriarty was one of 170 semifinalists for the prestigious 
William V. Campbell Trophy (considered as the Academic 
Heisman) presented by the National Football Foundation to the 
absolute best scholar-athlete across all divisions and was one of 
39 Division III student-athletes to also be a semifinalist for one 
of the National Football Foundation’s 16 Scholar-Athlete 
Awards. 

Moriarty was Massachusetts Maritime’s starting right tack- 
le for the past two seasons and has been part of an offensive 
line unit that has set 22 school records over that time span. 
Head Coach Jeremy Cameron’s Buccaneers ranked as high as 
second nationally in total offense during the year and finished 
the year ranked 13th with an average of 494.2 yards per game, 
including a school-record 752 total yards in a 52-18 Admiral’s 
Cup victory at Maine Maritime on September 21st. Moriarty, 
who allowed just one sack in 509 quarterback passing and rush- 
ing attempts on the year, played in 876 of a possible 886 total 
offensive snaps, including 121 at Worcester State on September 
28th in a contest that saw Massachusetts Maritime set NCAA 
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ied by 5/31/14 to receive the 10% off. 


Division III single-game records for most plays and first downs 
(44), and he was part of an offensive line unit that amassed a 
record 4,942 yards of total offense last fall. Over the course of 
his career, Moriarty helped the Buccaneers collect 9,628 yards 
and average 34.1 points per game. 

"John has. combined remarkable football ability with out- 
standing academic performance," said Crosley. "What truly 
sets him apart is that even with the demands of being a cadet 
at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy, John has found the 
time to give back to his institution and community with his:

The movie basically asks 
the question, “Who’s watching 
the watchers?” as it seems 
S.H.I.E.L.D. may have 
become too powerful in its 
zeal to protect the world from 
enemies at home and abroad. 

As Steve Rogers, aka 
Captain America (Chris 
Evans) learns, no one can be 
trusted. 

The basic plot . of “The 
Winter Soldier” is the under- 
mining of SHIELD. and 
the corruption of power. 

Joining Cap is Natasha 
Romanoff, aka Black Widow 
(Scarlett Johansson) and a 
new ally, Steve Wilson, aka 
Falcon (Anthony Mackie). 

In his newest adventure, 
you have a superhero with 
1940s sensibilities about duty, 
country and patriotism bat- 
tling the present geopolitical 
landscape where cynicism 
and distrust are the norm. 

The film wastes little time 
in getting to the good stuff, as 
Cap makes quick work of a 
band of Algerian pirates who 
have taken hostage the crew 
of a S.H.I-E.L.D. vessel. 


Providing a super-assist in 


the rescue is Black Widow, 
who is on board the ship for a 
secret mission other than the 
saving the crew. 

Cap wonders what Black 
Widow is up to and ‘he ques- 
tions their S.H.1.E.L.D. boss 
about it, Nick Fury (Samuel 
L. Jackson). He lets Cap in on 
the secret: S.H.I-E.L.D. is 
building three giant 
Helicarriers - the floating 
fortress demolished during 
The Avengers - under its 
Washington headquarters. 
These expensive war 
machines are designed to take 
out potential hostiles before 
they’ve had the chance to 
cause chaos somewhere in the 
world. But if these flying air- 
craft _ carriers/battleships 
were to fall into the wrong 
hands, that would be disas- 
trous. 

You can see where this is 
going. 
And that’s where Markus 
and McFeely take the plot, 
borrowing a comic-book sto- 
ryline about a hidden threat 


within S.H.LE.L.D. that tar- 


gets Fury, Captain America, 
Black Widow, and others not 
part of this sinister group’s 
goal of world domination. 
That’s also how the Winter 
Soldier (Sebastian Stan) 
comes into the story. He’s a 
super-powered rival and equal 
of Captain America, who has 
a similar past as a scientifi- 
cally modified WWII U.S. sol- 
dier. Instead of working for 
Uncle Sam, however, Winter 
Soldier reports to Alexander 
Pierce (Robert Redford), a 
high-ranking S.H.I-E.L.D. 
official and Fury's boss, who 
is masking his own agenda. 
Coincidentally or not, 
there are obvious parallels to 
the NSA with Pierce and 
S.H.LE.L.D’s increasing 
abuse of their power and 
incursion into citizen privacy, 
all in the name of world peace 
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and stability. Winter Soldier 
has a dark current running 
through it, a tone absent in its 
predecessor. 

As a reflection of this plot, 
Captain America is more than 
just a  do-gooder. After 
decades spent frozen in the 
Arctic, he has returned to a 
familiar world far more com- 
plicated than the one for 
which he he fought the good 
fight during World War II, 
with villains no longer wear- 
ing swastikas but American 
flags. He’s a soldier conflicted 
and confused who's struggling 
to find the answers even as he 
fights S.H.I.E.L.D. and the 
Winter Soldier to stay alive. 

“Captain America: The 
Winter Soldier” offers some 
great surprises for devoted 
comic book fans, lots of excite- 
ment and a touch or two of 
humor. 

Itisa sequel that generally 
gets most. everything right 
and sets itself up nicely for 
Captain America ‘3. (As 
always, stick around through 
the credits for more about the 
next film.) 

It also keeps the momen- 
tum going until summer 2015, 
when director Joss Whedon 
and the united superhero 
team return with Avengers: 
Age of Ultron.

-of an alcoholic may suggest an old man of failing health, 
“women, even young women, cansuffer from alcoholism.

‘Ain “Dowsett Johnston discussed her own alcoholism and 
- whether or not today's young women are drinking as much as 
-young men. Johnston noted that in her research for her book, 
"Drink" (HarperWave), she noticed that women in the United 

-Kinggdom were dying of late-stage liver disease, which is often 

- associated with old men, as early as their late 20s, and that 
: American female college students are consuming comparable 
: amounts of alcohol as male students, which may be leading 
: them: down a path to alcoholism after college. 


Though excessive alcohol consumption is harmful to men 
: arid women alike, women who consume comparable amounts of 
: aleoliol as men are very likely putting themselves in more dan- 
ger than their male counterparts. That's because, according to 
. the National Institute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism, alcohol 
i disperses in body water, and women have less water in their 
- bodies than men. So when a man and a woman of the same 
weight drink the same amount of alcohol, the woman's blood 
alcohol concentration will be higher than the man's, putting her 
_at greater risk for both long-term and immediate harm.

Alcoholic hepatitis can also 
‘pave the way for cirrhosis, a chronic disease of the liver that is 
Often the result of alcoholism. 

* Pregnancy: Many women are aware that drinking during 
‘ pregnancy carries enormous risk, but few may know the actual 
‘consequences of such behavior. When a woman drinks during 
‘pregnancy, her fetus is more likely to have learning or behav- 
ioral problems during its lifetime and may even develop abnor- 
‘mal facial features, such as a thin upper lip and decreased eye 
- width. In addition, the divot or groove between the nose and 
‘upper lip flattens with increased prenatal alcohol exposure. 


.* Heart disease: Heart disease can be traced to a host of 
‘causes, not the least of which is chronic heavy drinking. But 
“female heavy drinkers are more susceptible to alcohol-related 
‘heart disease than men. 

: * Breast cancer: The NIAAA notes that women who consume 

‘roughly one drink per day have a 10 percent higher risk for 

: breast cancer than women who abstain from alcohol. And that 

-risk only rises with each extra drink a woman has. 


Women's heart attack symptoms 
can differ from men's 


Symptoms of a heart attack can 
include radiating pain down the arm and 
tightness in the chest. While these may 
be universally recognized symptoms of 
heart attacks for men, new studies have 
shown such symptoms are not necessari- 
ly what women can expect if they're hav- 
ing a heart attack. 

Research indicates women may expe- 
rience symptoms quite different from 
men when it comes to heart attacks. 
Dismissing the symptoms of a heart 
attack can delay life-saving actions. It is 
critical for women to recognize warning 
signs. Even when signs are subtle, the 
results can be deadly. 

The American Heart Association notes 
that a heart attacks occurs when blood 
flow that brings oxygen-rich blood to the 
heart is slowed down or cut off. Arteries 
that supply blood flow to the heart may 
gradually become blocked by cholesterol, 
fat and plaque. The National Institutes of 
Health indicate women often experience 
new or unusual physical symptoms as 
early asa month before experiencing a 
heart attack. 

Women's symptoms may not be as pre- 
dictable as men's, but there are still some 
signs to consider:

* nausea, 


* pain in the back, neck, jaw or stom- 
ach, 


* shortness of breath without having 
exerted yourself,

* chest pain may be present, but fewer 
than 30 percent of women actually expe- 
rience any pain in their chest, 


* unusual fatigue, 
* indigestion, and/or 
* sleep disturbances. 


If a woman experiences any of the 
above symptoms and suspects a heart 
attack, it is better to be safe than sorry. 
First, call 9-1-1 and make sure to follow 
the operator's instructions. Chew and 
swallow an aspirin (325 mg) if you have 
one available. Aspirin will prevent 
platelets in the blood from clotting and 
further blocking up an affected artery. 


This prevents any other heart muscle 
cells from dying from a clot obstruction. 

If you suspect you are having a heart 
attack, do not drive yourself to the hospi- 
tal. Wait for paramedics or have someone 
else drive if you have no other choice. Lie 
down and try to remain as calm as possi- 
ble until emergency responders arrive. 
Be somewhere safe in case you lose con- , 
sciousness and have the door unlocked so 
that EMTs can get inside your home 
should you lose consciousness. 

One of the best ways to remain healthy 
with regard to heart attack is to take cer- 
tain preventative measures to reduce 
your risk of heart attack. Quitting smok- 
ing, walking 30 minutes per day and 
choosing foods that are lower in fat and 
dietary cholesterol can help prevent 
heart attacks.
